CALLS are being made for Lucy 
Frazer - South East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s new MP - to resign after 
she made a “joke” in the House of 
Commons about Scottish people 
being sold into slavery. 

It was during her maiden 
speech last Thursday that the Tory 
MR a former barrister, laughed 
about how it was Oliver Cromwell 
“who defeated the Scots at Dun¬ 
bar, incorporated Scotland into 
his protectorate and transported 
the Scots as slaves to the colonies”. 

The Cambridge University 


graduate has since apologised 
but some angry residents are still 
bombarding her Facebook page 
with comments - many of which 
call for her to quit. 

One resident posted: “As a result 
of your ‘joke’ about slavery I be¬ 
lieve you should resign. 

“There is no place for someone 
who finds slavery funny in any 
place resembling power. 

“It shows a complete lack of 
respect for not only the Scottish 
people but for all those in history 
to have been enslaved. You have 
lost the respect and confidence of 
the electorate; time for a by-elec¬ 
tion.” 

Another said: “As an English¬ 


man who spent countless hours 
campaigning for the Union in 
Scotland it’s extremely disap¬ 
pointing to hear one of your maid¬ 
en speeches in Parliament is so 
bigoted. I will be encouraging my 
fellow Tories to be condemning 
your damaging words.” 

However, another resident 
said: “Well done for your apology 
for your badly judged joke about 
Cromwell’s policy of enslaving de¬ 
feated troops following the battle 
of Dunbar. 

“In retrospect I hope it’s obvi¬ 
ous that what I imagine was in¬ 
tended as a SNP-baiting crowd 
pleaser for your colleagues on the 
Tory benches was actually in poor 


taste. If any good can come of this 
it is that we have been reminded 
of the imperative to fight the dis¬ 
gusting horror of slavery that sadly 
still exists today. 

“Personally I hope you can pro¬ 
ceed from this shaky start as a par¬ 
liamentarian with greater wisdom 
and compassion.” 

In a statement to the Ely News, 
Ms Frazer said: “I am extreme¬ 
ly sorry for any offence I have 
caused. That was not my inten¬ 
tion. I have the highest regard for 
Scotland and the Scottish people.”

Wife’s plea to 
cancer victims 



THE wife of a man who is 
alive today thanks to a spe¬ 
cial type of cancer treatment 
says more patients need to 
be aware that it could save 
their lives too. 

In September 2010 doc¬ 
tors discovered that father- 
of-two Brian Brooks had 
massive tumours in both his 
liver and colon. 

Even with gruelling chem¬ 
otherapy doctors at Adden- 
brooke’s feared the tumours 
would not clear and gave Mr 
Brooks, who was 71 at the 
time, just 12 months to live. 

But Mr Brooks, who lives 
with his wife, Nicky, in 
Stuntney, and is now aged 
76, lived to tell the tale af¬ 
ter taking part in a ground¬ 
breaking trial called Foxfire. 

The trial, spearheaded by 
Cancer Research UK and the 
Bobby Moore Fund, tested 
a new treatment called ra¬ 
dio-embolisation, a form of 
internal radiotherapy that 
uses the tumour’s blood 
supply to target multiple 
sites of disease in the liver.

The treatment killed the 
tumours in Mr Brooks’ liver 
and because the chemo¬ 
therapy shrunk the tumours 
in his bowel, surgeons were 
then able to operate and re¬ 
move it - something which 
they never thought would 
be possible. 

Radio-embolisation is 
now available both on the 
NHS and privately to liver 
cancer patients who meet 
its criteria and Mrs Brooks, 
71, desperately wants more 
people to be aware about it. 

She said: “If we had not 
been informed about this 
trial back then, Brian would 
not be here today. 

“Radio-embolisation is 
available on the NHS to 
people who meet its criteria. 
I want liver cancer patients 
to know that the treatment 
exists, to ask doctors about 
it and to be aware that it can 


dramatically increase their 
chances of survival.” 

Mr and Mrs Brooks, who 
have two children and one 
grandchild, were able to cel¬ 
ebrate their 50th wedding 
anniversary in March and 
Mr Brooks is due to speak 
about the treatment and the 
impact it has had on his life 
at a special medical sympo¬ 
sium in Venice next Friday. 

Mrs Brooks said: “If can¬ 
cer patients cannot get the 
treatment on the NHS, for 
whatever reason that may 
be, they can get it privately. 
It is expensive but it is avail¬ 
able at three hospitals in the 
UK I believe, and some that 
are abroad. 

“If Brian’s diagnosis was 
to happen tomorrow and 
we were aware that radio- 
embolisation treatment was 
available to him I know for a 
fact that we would do any¬ 
thing to pay for it, even if it 
meant selling the house. 

“It has given him five years 
of life that experts never 
thought he would see.”

Plans to boost 
town advance

MAMMOTH plans to build 
a state-of-the-art education 
and leisure campus in Little- 
port have moved a major 
step forward. 

The multi-million pound 
proposals for the town have 
been in the pipeline for years 
and now Cambridgeshire 
County Council has lodged 
a planning application with 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The plan is to demolish 
the existing, ageing leisure 
centre in Camel Road, and 
in its place build a second¬ 
ary school, primary school, 
pre-school, special educa¬ 
tional needs school, plus lei¬ 
sure centre and sports facili¬ 
ties, which the council says 
will be shared between the 
school and the local com¬ 
munity. 

In their application, the 
county council’s agents, At¬ 
kins, said: “This application 
is made for the development 
of Littleport Academy. 

“The planning application 


consists of a new education¬ 
al building, leisure centre 
and landscaped designs situ¬ 
ated at the north of Littleport 
town centre, off Camel Road. 

“There is a requirement for 
the client to build this school 
to meet the demographic 
pressure where significant 
development is being pro¬ 
posed by the county council 
within Littleport and the sur¬ 
rounding area.” 

If approved, the new 
schools would not only re¬ 
lieve pressure on the town’s 
current primary schools and 
pre-schools, but also pre¬ 
vent secondary school pu¬ 
pils from Littleport having to 
travel out of the town to go to 
school. 

The agents said: “The 
school will act both as a fo¬ 
cus for strengthening com¬ 
munity and leisure facilities 
focusing on the delivery of 
education and pastoral care 
to pupils, their families, and 
the community. 

“The Littleport Master- 
plan looked at what further 
growth is possible and ac¬ 
ceptable to the community, 
and how it can be achieved 


sympathetically and sustain¬ 
ably. 

“It was through public 
consultation work that there 
appeared to be an appetite 
in the town to see Littleport 
grow as a way to improve the 
wellbeing of local people, 
by increasing the range and 
quality of facilities and as¬ 
suring their viability in the 
future. 

“The masterplan proposes 
an increase in the popula¬ 
tion of the town from ap¬ 
proximately 8,800 to some 
13,000 over the 21-year time 
period of the plan, and an 
increase of some 1,700 new 
homes. 

“Accompanying this is pro¬ 
vision for employment sites 
to provide local jobs, and for 
more facilities such as shops, 
schools and healthcare, sited 
to create a balanced, con¬ 
venient and stimulating 
community.”

There will be no 
loss of services 

FOLLOWING on from your article 
"Outpatient services at Ely's Princess 
of Wales Hospital under threat as 
NHS trust quits" last week, we would 
very much like to reassure patients, 
GPs and others that there will not be 
a loss of out-patient or other services 
at any of the three community 
hospitals concerned. 

We can confirm that 
Cambridgeshire Community Services 
(CCS) has given notice to the 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Clinical Commissioning Group 


(CCG) that from April 2016, they 
do not intend providing out-patient 
services at Doddington and Princess 
of Wales, and will cease phlebotomy 
and bladder screening at North 
Cambs Hospital. 

The CCG is committed to the 
ongoing provision and development 
of local out-patient services and will 
be working to make sure alternative 
arrangements for these services are 
in place and to ensure a safe and 
smooth transition of provider. 

We are aware of how important 
out-patient services are for local 
communities, ensuring people can 
access good quality care closer to 
home, and would like to encourage 
local patients to continue to use these 
local clinics. 

We see this as an opportunity for 
the Isle of Ely and Wisbech local GP 
led commissioning groups with the 
support of the CCG to identify how 
we can further develop local services. 
The distances that local people have 
to travel to an acute hospital make it 
even more important that wherever 
possible we can offer more accessible 
services locally. 

We believe that it is important 
that we involve everyone with an 
interest in how we move forward 
on all of this. We have written to 
all local GPs, and meetings are 
beginning with practice patient group 
representatives, to ask how they think 
patients and the public could be best 
involved in this work. 

We have been meeting with local 
MPs and will continue to keep them 
updated and to engage them in our 
future plans. Our intention is to 
continue to commission outpatient 


services at the three hospitals from 
April 2016 and we will be taking 
a proposal to the CCG's governing 
body in early July.

Keep treatment 
close to home 

AS a local resident, I cannot praise 
too highly, the facilities at our Princess 
of Wales hospital in Ely. I have 
benefited frequently from care at our 
out-patients' unit, for physiotherapy, 
podiatry, minor accident and for 
consultation with specialists who 
come to us to advise on many other 
conditions, and my husband was 
twice in the Welney Rehabilitation 
Ward when he was well enough to 
leave Addenbrookes's, but not strong 
enough to come home. This ward 
(and I believe there was a second one 
not long ago which perhaps should 
be re-opened) is so vital in preventing 
some of the "bed-blocking" in our 
major local hospitals. 

So I am sad and angry that 
residents and the highly specialised 
staff who work there should be 
plunged into a state of uncertainty 
about its future when it would 
seem essential to retain it and even 
increase its provision. I gather the 
staff are having to resort to leafleting 
the local community with what they 
recommend for their own future! 
What a waste of their time and 
energy. The council is planning much 
housing development very close to 
the Princess of Wales Hospital and 
we should be trying to minimise 
lengthy travel to the hospitals at 
Cambridge and Huntingdon where 
parking is already very congested. 


So the argument put forward by the 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Clinical Commissioning Group that 
the majority of outpatients' clinics are 
rovided by consultants from acute 
ospitals which would therefore 
be better placed to provide these 
services is not convincing. 

We need to remember that over 
the years it has been found better 
to see patients, especially the young 
and the elderly and those with 
minor injuries or in need of regular 
treatment, close to where they live 
and we should not be duped by 
the attempts to centralise our much 
valued National Health Services. 

Our thanks to our local staff and to 
those who provide specialist clinics in 
our local hospital. Long may you be 
with us.

State of river is 
a concern

on Soham Pavillion until something 
more sensible can be agreed.

I 
have spent a lot of time pursuing 
this matter with the EA because, 
despite the tree being removed by 
contractors for Sanctuary Housing, 
the debris from the bank is still in 
the river, some of it lying on the 
weir. Footballs and other disgusting 
pollution by humans has been 
added to this, all of which affect 
the natural environment. Therefore 
perhaps someone in "authority" at 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
or Soham Town Council could try 
to pursue this matter with either 
Sanctuary or the EA. 

Very few ducklings have survived 
and I am unsure if the healthy 
number of small fish are managing to 
live through this especially when we 
have kingfishers which need them. In 
other words I am concerned about 
questionable priorities both of a 
central government agency and our 
local councils.

Maggie said: “Foster¬

before. Whether that’s 
seeing the countryside 
for the first time or going 
into London and having 
a tour, being able to pro¬ 
vide these opportunities 
is so rewarding.”

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
told the court that the former 
King’s Ely and Hills Road pu¬ 
pil was spotted by security 
guards at Cambridge Leisure 
Park taking drugs and selling 
them to others last year. This 
was captured on CCTV and

passed to police. 

On December 9,2014, offic¬ 
ers visited Hills Road having 
identified McKechnie from 
the footage. 

Mr Brown said: “It took 
about 40 minutes to allow 
them to search his bag. They 
found a torch with nine wraps 
of cannabis inside.” 

The prosecutor told mag¬ 
istrates that McKechnie, who 
was then expelled from Hills 
Road, gave police different 
explanations for why he had 
the drugs. 

He first told officers he had 
obtained them from a dealer 
at the Secret Garden Party in 
fuly and was due to give them 
back. 

He then said he was a 
“heavy” cannabis user, and 
that the drugs were sepa¬ 
rated into bags so he could 


“self medicate”, before saying 
he had recently started giv¬ 
ing the drugs to some close 
friends. 

Mr Brown added: “He said 
he did it to make ends meet, 
but never for a profit.” 

Starting his mitigation, 
Nick Barnes said that moving 
schools had been difficult for 
the 18-year-old. 

“The peer group at Hills 
Road is a very good peer 
group, but it’s very different to 
that at King’s,” he said. 

“He had no friends there, 
and he wanted to be liked. He 
had a habit as well, there’s no 
doubt about that.” 

Mr Barnes added: “You 
would struggle to find a fam¬ 
ily that is more against drugs 
than this family.” 

McKechnie, who was re¬ 
leased on unconditional bail 
and is currently sitting his A- 
levels, is due to re-appear at 
court today.

Claire and Bob Wright set up 
Team Jacum in November 2012 fol¬ 
lowing the tragic death of their son, 
Jacob, in April that year. 

Jacob died aged just 16 months 
after being diagnosed with Leigh’s 
Disease, which is a form of mito¬ 
chondrial disease. 

On May 30, Bob, his son, Josh, 
23, and family friends, Doug Wylie, 
from Sutton, Maria Roe, from Sut¬ 
ton, and Tony Howell, from Lough¬ 
borough, took part in the Tough 
Mudder Midlands - a 12-mile cross 
country challenge with many gruel¬ 
ling obstacles along the way. 

The team crossed the finish line 
covered in cuts and bruises but 
raised an impressive £1,500 for 
Team Jacum. 

One of Claire’s ex-work col¬ 
leagues, Emma Jackson, from Hert¬ 
fordshire, also led a team of women 
in the event, who raised a further 
£1,000 for the charity. 


Team Jacum raises money for the 
Lily Foundation, East Anglia’s Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospices, The Sick Children’s 
Trust and Brainwave charity, and 
all the Tough Mudder money is go¬ 
ing to the Lily Foundation, which 
works to find a cure for mitochon¬ 
drial disease. 

Claire, who since Jacob’s death 


has left her job in recruitment to 
work for the Lily Foundation, said: 
“Our Tough Mudder teams raised 
more than £2,500 for Team Jacum, 
which will be given straight to the 
Lily Foundation.

MEET Cambridgeshire's latest 
crop of graduates - from the 
Open University. 

Hundreds of happy people 
crowded into Ely Cathedral 
to pick up their degrees, in 
many cases achieved after years 
of dedicated study at home 
while also holding down a job, 
and bringing up a family. The 
annual OU degree ceremony, 
traditionally held at Ely, 
includes students from all over 
the Eastern region. 

A spokeswoman for the OU 
said: “They're of all ages, 
and all backgrounds, and 
their reasons for undertaking 
their degree courses were 
as individual as they are 
themselves. 

“What they share is the self- 
discipline, motivation and 
commitment to work for a 
degree in their own time. 
Graduation day, where their 
achievement is officially 
recognised, is, however, a 
double milestone: while 
it marks and applauds the 
completion of their studies, 
it increasingly, for many, 
also points the way to better 
employment possibilities.” 
CHRIS ELLIOTT highlights the 
stories of five local women who 
made the grade. 



SARAH Bateup, 48, from 
Papworth, who was awarded 
a Masters in education, 
is a cognitive behavioural 
therapist and also an 
associate lecturer with the 
OU. 

She said: “I undertook my 
first degree with the OU and 
my overwhelmingly positive 
experience as a student 
soon led to me becoming an 
associate lecturer on four 
undergraduate modules and 
one postgraduate module 
for the OU. I was not at all 
surprised to find that the OU 
was a great employer too. 

“I work full time and have 
five children, one with life- 
threatening health conditions 
and a severe learning 
difficulty, so I knew I needed 
the flexibility of studying in 
my own time. 

“I became creative with 
my use of time to fit in study, 
always carrying a notebook 
to utilise dead time. If 
you are determined and 
motivated to study you will 
find the time.” 



Degrees of success 



SUE Hennebry, 54, is married 
with two children and has lived 
in Ely for most of her life. She 
received a BSc in Life Sciences. 

She said: “I was always 
interested in science and 
health issues and in 2007 I 
started work at a biotechnology 
company. I had experience 
of cancer through my own 
brother’s leukaemia in 1991, 
and when I was pregnant with 
my son it transpired I was 
a perfect match for a bone 
marrow transplant for my 
brother. Six weeks after my 
son’s birth I donated my bone 
marrow. 

“Through my own experience, 
my desire to understand the 
science behind diseases and 
medicines increased, and I 
knew the time was 'now or 
never’ to fulfil my desire to study 
for a science degree - so I 
started with the OU in 2008. 

“To say it has been a 
roller coaster experience is 
an understatement. During 
my studies my mum died. 
Throughout these terrible 
times I somehow managed to 
keep going even though the 
temptation to throw in the towel 
was very strong.” 



FOR research scientist 
Rachel McMenamin, 40, 
getting a BSc Open degree 
has been achieved despite 
desperate family trauma. 

Rachel, who lives at 
Burwell, said: “One of 
the fantastic things about 
studying with the OU is 
that you can ‘pause’ when 
life gets in the way. When I 
started the course my two 
children were very young - 7 
and 3 - and within a year 
of studying with the OU my 
husband became seriously 
ill. I had a break from 
studying while he recovered 
from a liver transplant. 

“I was more than half¬ 
way through the degree 
when my husband became 
terminally ill. It would have 
been a terrible waste to 
not see it through to the 
end so, in time, when my 
life was back on track and 
with the encouragement of 
my children (now 17 and 
13) and my new husband, 

I was able to pick up again 
and complete the degree. I 
couldn’t have done it without 
the support of my family, 
my employer and work 
colleagues.” 



JOURNALIST Anna Lawlor, 

34, from Cambridge, picked 
up a BSc International Studies 
degree. 

She said: “I left school 
at 16 to pursue a career in 
snowboarding. I competed 
around the UK and Europe. 

“I believe in life-long learning, 
that you’re never ‘done’ with 
education, and so I knew I 
would like to test myself with 
formal learning at a later stage. I 
had studied for courses through 
distance learning while away 
in snowboarding seasons, so 
knew I had the self-discipline to 
take on a degree alongside full¬ 
time work commitments. 

“I started my OU studies 
in 2006, with a Certificate in 
Humanities - a foundation 
course for me to start a degree. 

“When I left school there was 
a lot of pressure to go on to 
university, with no other option 
really being promoted and the 
insinuation that one would be a 
failure if they strayed from the 
traditional education route. To 
the contrary, I feel I’ve been able 
to pursue my dreams, travel in 
my youth and - starting the OU 
degree at age 26 - consolidate 
my career alongside learning 
new skills.” 



PAMELA Phipps, 68, 
from Linton, works as 
an occupational health 
consultant, and has been 
awarded an MSc with 
merit, and a post-grad in 
management. 

She said: “I went to the 
type of boarding school 
that indoctrinated one into 
believing that one was not 
destined to progress in a 
career. When I started my 
nursing career there was 
no opportunity to go to 
university. A college course 
was the only entry route, 
but you had to achieve five 
A-levels to get into nursing. 
Challenging the opinions 
of my boarding school has 
been the greatest motivating 
factor for me to succeed. 

“Holding down a job, 
raising a family and studying 
meant I had to be extremely 
organised. I was. Yes, it can 
be tough at times meeting 
deadlines when other 
demands in life have to take 
priority, but determination 
and motivation to succeed 
are the two most important 
factors in accomplishing 
one’s dream.”
